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REMARKS: 

In an earnest effort to advance prosecution of this case. Applicants submit the 
following remarks for the Examiner's reconsideration of this case. 

Claim ReieciJon. Section 103 

Claims 1-8 stand rejected under Section 103 as being unpatentable over Nagaoka 
in view of Yoshimura. Applicants rcsi>ect.fijny suhmir fh»t ihe. combined disclosure of 
Nagaoka and Yoshimura fails to disclose or even suggest the invention as claimed in 
Claims 1-8. Specifically, while it is stated in the office action that "receiving member 1 1" 
of Nagaoka discloses the claimed "intra-body comprising a front section and 
heavyweight section," nothing in Nagaoka can be construed as disclosing or suggesting 
the claimed heavyweigln section. In faot^ the problem set to be resolved by tlie present 
Applicatior.^ i.e., an unfavorable center of gravity of the pen (See, Paragraph 0005 of the 
subject Application) is not mentioned nor addressed by cither Nagaoka or Yoshimura* 
Therefore, a perspn skilled in the art having the benefit of both Nagaoka and Yoshimura 
will have no information regarcUng the unfavorable center of gravity issue and, therefore, 
no clue that a heavyweight section needs to be placed so as to coiTect the unfavorable 
center of gravity of the pen. Accordingly, claim 1 is allowable over the cited references, 
and, consequently claims 2-8 are allowable over the cited references by their dependency 
from claim I. 

Newlv Added Claims 9-15 

Claims 9- 1 5 have been added to more completely claim the subject invention. 
Claims 9-15 find their support from the onginally lilcd claims and Irom the disclosure 
provided in paragraph 0008 of the subject application. It is respectfully submitted that 
claims 9-1 5 are allowable over the ai t of record, .Specifically, both independent claims 9 
and ]3 recite the hcavywciglit sectiuii used Lu ijurrcct the unfUvorable center of gravity. 
Accordingly, claims 9 and 13 are allowable over the art of record. Consequently, 
independent claims 10-12 and 14-1 5 are allowable by definition. 
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CONCLUSION
